ladder," m the Uopp of gettinsr a re- 
ward from the A^cews, has entered In- 
to negotiations with Scotland 1'ard for 
tbe return ot the picture. The authori- 
ties of the detective branch of the Brit- 
ish police always insisted, botteier. 
tbat the return should be accomplished 
by deiccthes finding thf> picture In 
po<=se?sii>n of the taan who stole It. A 
few years aero the "stepladder" came 
near accomplishing this. He told his 
principal tbat it was possible to get a 
pond liberal regard from the Agnews 
for tl.e return of the picture and ar- 
ranged to meet the thief "ivith the pic- 
ture lu his possession" in tbe Criterion 
restaurant In London. 
According; to 


the plan at ranged by the "btepladder," 
the thief was to bring the picture to 
the restaurant and there turn it over to 
a third party, \\uo was to po with the 
"steplnUdor" to Scotland Yard. 


It so happened between tbe time this 


plan T\as agreed upon and the time tbe 
delivery was to be made tho thief 
beard fro:u the American sporting man 
•who finally arranged the details of tho 
return of the picture. The sport and 
the thief had already discussed tbe 
matter no the trip from Constantinople 
to Smyrna after the thief had escaped 
flora prison In Constantinople. 
The 


plan of tae sport was mere to tbe lik- 
ing of tbe tbief, and so he concluded to 
inform bia companion in crime that tho 
deal was ofL 
\Vhen the night for tho 


dLllvery arrived, the thief sauntered 
into tho Criterion rastnunint and 
awaited the coming of tha "steplad- 
der." 
He had hardly seated himself 


when be saw a detective frem Scotland 
Yard com* in by a side entrsinea. A 
few moments later the "ettptsdder" 
came in by the main entrance. In an 
instant it flashed upon the thief ihat 
his pal was playing ft doubla game 
vrith him. As compared vrith the "step- 
ladder" tba thief was a small man. but 
be did not hesitate a moment. Jump- 
ins up, be walked over to where the 
"steplndder" was and asked him to 
step outside for a moment. The two 
bad hardly reached the street when the 
little man accused the biRger of double 
dealing and smashed him in tbe face. 
The "stenladder" dropped to tbe side- 
walk as If he had been kicked by a 
Texas steer. Be was no sooner down 
than tbe tbief was on top of him. 
punching and kicking and cursing him 
for all he was worth. After a little the 
thief let up and told the "stepladder" 
that be was done with him forever and 
that If be ever met bin) again be would 
snoot him. 


Since then the two have never met. 


Tbe thief knows, however, that tbe 
"steplndder" ia a man with a long 
memory and is revengeful. Tbe thief 
and his friends believe that !f a detail- 
| ed story of the theft, with the name of 
1 the thief, Is given out by Scotland 
i Tard during the nest few days the do- 
i tails will be supplied by the "steplad- 
i der." Not intending to be caught nap- 
• ping by any such move on the "steplad- 
der's" part, the tbief has arranged 


1 vrltb his friends on this side of the wa- 
ter to take certain action. According 
to the programme agreed npon, if a 
story approximately correct is given 
out from Scotland Yard some untold 
portions of tbe story will be given out 
in Nevr York wbich will make extreme- 
ly interesting reading for all tb<: Lon- 
don police.

Europe's strict protection of game 


under which the poacher is punished 
most severely, produces astounding re- 
suite. In Austria 'there has just been 
•pvrt>llshed the summary of the game 
killed during: the past season in the 
great royal game preserves. 
It shows 


that there were killed 3,334 red deer, 
102,042 common European deer, 9,652 
roe-bucks, 
2,973 chamois, 
1,397,136 


squirrels, 122,191 rabbits, 11,875 "auor- 
hahne" (a bird to which our wild tur- 
key ibears the closest resemblance), 
11,754 grouse, 189,783 blackcock. 1,387,- 
421 pheasants, 69,379 moorhens, 56,167 
wild geese and ducks, 31 hears, 49 
•wolves, 49 lynx, 33,279 foxes, 23,360 
martens, 1,707 hedgehogs, 1.01S otters, 
6,128 wildcats, 2S9 badgers, 1.226 eagles, 
140,796 owis aad 08,314 miscellaueous 
birds of prey. 


In the eighteen game drives in the 


comparatively small duchy of Stolberg- 
Werningerode 324 red deer were shot, 
with 40 comon deer, 120 wild hogs, 206 
roe-bucks, 3,630 rabbits, 1 auerhahne, 
1,683 pheasants, i.ZOO smaller feather- 
ed gajr.e paid 3 wildcats. 


One explanation of the wonderful 


•wealth of same existing IE these thtck- 
'ly settled countries is that it is not the 
law only that serves to protect the ani- 
mals. Public opinion has been molded 
by centuries of rule into an attitude 
that is sternly condemnatory to poach- 
ers. In Germany and Austria a poach- 
er is known as a "game thief" and a 
"game thief" is looked upon just as if 
h'i were a thief who steals anything 
else. This social boycott rules not only 
among the better classes, but among 
the poorest. 
This fact, added to the 


stern remorseless criminal punishment 
{hat awaits the poacher, has reduced 
"game steal ing" to a minimum, and on 
ly the most desperate and reckless ele- 
ment of the population inclines to it. 
In addition, there 
is practically no 


market for a poacher to sell his game. 


The result is that there are few 


poachers, comparatively, hut those few 
are prepurw at any time to flsht hard 
'or their liberty, and no year passes 
without scores of battles between these 
men, who are good shots as a rule, and 
f.bo game wardens and foresters. Since 
there is no danger of prosecution for 
a forester who -kills a "game thief in 
a battle, the battle is often fought out 
to the death, and in many cases poach- 
er and forester have been found dead,
